Property Tax 
Change Seen 
On Cotton 


SACRAMENTO, June 13—Elim- 
ination of the personal property 
tax on ginned cotton and substitu- 
tion of a tax of one-tenth of one 
per cent on the value of cotton at 
the time of ginning now appears 
certain in California. 

Bill carrying these provisions 
has passed both the state Assem- 
bly and the state Senate without 
a dissenting vote, and it is expect- 
ed that it will be signed into law 
by Governor Goodwn J. Knight. 

Cotton industry leaders estimate 
that under the new tax plan, 
about 15 cents per bale will be 
paid in the form of tax, and that 
total amount collected will be 
about twice as much as under the 
previous personal property tax 
plan. 

General practice in the cotton 
industry has been to ship cotton 
out of the state for storage prior

IF WE were on a board that had 
to decide how much to pay school 
teachers, we would base our think- 
ing on what we consider some 
facts of life.

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rich districts of the state; and 
what rate of pay increase does it 
take to hold a feacher. 


THEN WE would do a little 
checking, just for our own infor- 
mation, as to pay schedules in 
schools in agricultural districts of 
California comparable to ours. 


CERTAINLY WE would look 
carefully at our own. district ca- 
pacity to pay, a factor that is prob- 
ably as important as teacher sup- 
ply and demand. 

WITH THESE basic ideas in 
mind, we would decide on a teach- 
er salary schedule, trying to con- 
sider the problems of teachers, 
problems of the school district, 
and the realistic situation in re- 
gard to just what it takes, salary- 
wise to hire and keep a teacher 
under today’s conditions. | 

HAVING COME to a decision, 
we would then be forced to say to 
the teachers concerned, ‘‘This is it. 
We have done the best we can, 
now the decision is up to you — 
eiher take it or leave it. If you 
ean do better elsewhere, then ac- 
cept our blessing and go. else- 
where.” 

AND JUST as an aside to teach- 
ers, instead of complaining about 
financial plight, look for 
something better. Certainly the 
odds are now all in your favor. 
Remember that this business of 
making ends meet is not an exclu- 


‘| sive problem to the teaching pro- 


fession. And also remember that 
while the grass on the other side 
of the fence may look greener, 
there is also a little green grass 
right now on your side of the 
fence.

PORTERVILLE, June 13 — Di- 
rectors of the Porterville Memorial 
district have levied a mamimum 
30 cent district tax for the 1957- 
58 fiscal year, with directors plan- 
ning to complete three major proj- 
ects in connection with the new 
Porterville memorial auditorium. 

With an estimated income for 
the year of $105,000, directors 
hope to install a refrigeration air 
conditioning system in the new 
building;. they hope to complete 
work on the former high school 
building that was tied in with the 
memorial auditorium, and they 
hope to complete the memorial 
court adjacent to the auditorium.

Johnson Grass 
Can Be Controlled 
With Dalapon 

VISALIA, June 13 — Three to 
four applications of Dalapon, at 
rate of one-eighth pound, or two 
ounces of Dalapon per gallon of 
water, will eradicate Johnson 
grass in cotton fields, Farm Ad- 
visor Alan G. George reports. 


He says that as a result of ex- 
periments in Tulare county, it has 
been found that spraying Johnson 
grass in a cotton field with a hand 
sprayer is as cheap, or cheaper, 
than hoeing. 

Because there is some damage 
to small cotton plants, some grow- 
ers have first hoed Johnson grass, 
then started the chemical treat- 
ment.as the cotton plants become 
larger. 

Dalapon is sprayed onto Johnson 
grass when the foliage is from 
12-18 inches high. One-or two 
follow-up applications are neces- 
sary to get regrowth. 


PARLATORIA 
SCALE CONTROL 
IS NECESSARY 


VISALIA, June 13 — Regard- 
less of the size of this year’s crop, 
olive growers should spray for par- 
latoria scale, according to Farm 
Advisor Karl W. Opitz, who says 
that rapid increase in parlatoria 
scale can be expected if one sea- 


|son’s control work is skipped. 


Control this year is insurance 
against loss next year, Opitz says. 
Without control work, scale popu- 
lation can increase a hundred fold 
in a single year. 


Weeds Should 
Be Kept Away 


From Small Trees 

VISALIA, June 13 Weeds 
should be kept away from small 
trees, both nursery stock and cit- 
rus and olive trees after they are 
set out, according to Farm Advisor 
Karl W. Opitz. 

He says that since weeds com- 
pete for water and soil nutrients, 
they should be hoed, or cultivated, 
away from small trees. 

If chemical weed control is used, 
tree trunks should be protected. 
Perennial weeds should be elimin- 
ated before orchard or nursery is 
planted.

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YOUNG COTTON 
NEEDS ADEQUATE 
SOIL MOISTURE 


VISALIA, June 18 — Young cot- 
ton plants need an ample supply 
of moisture around feeder roots in 
order to assure a continuus growth 
of the plant, consequently, first 
irrigation is highly important to 
future production of the plant. 

When young cotton plants suf- 
fer for water, then are irrigated, 
rank growth and a lower yield 
may result. Early irrigation may 
encourage earlier fruiting with a 
higher percentage of the crop be- 
ing harvested in the first picking. 

Information on cotton irriga- 
tion is contained in a_ bulletin, 
“Guides In Cotton Irrigation’, 


that is available upon request at 
the office of the Farm advisor in 
Visalia.

NOW IS TIME 
FOR CONTROL 


OF LEAFHOPPER 
By Frederik L. Jensen 
Farm Advisor 

VISALIA, June 13 — Adults of 
the first brood grape leafhopper 
began to appear around the first 
of June. Since at least two weeks 
are required before eggs are de- 
posited for the second brood, mal- 
athion dust applied prior to the 
middle of June will produce good 
control. 

‘Applications of malathion dust 
are more certain of cleaning up an 
infestation if delayed until the 
first adults appear. At ‘that time 
there are few unhatched eggs. 
Earlier application of malathion 
dust may not .persist long enough 
to kill the nymphs that hatch 
later. Use 20 pounds per acre of 
a 4% malathion dust.

Plans for next year call for the 
planting of another million seed- 
lings, plus approximately a half 
million seed-spots, the latter tech- 
nique requiring the hand-sowing 
of approximately 2,000 pine seeds 
per acre.

FARM BUREAU BRIEF SAYS SUPREME COURT 
HAS NO JURISDICTION IN IVANHOE CASE 


WASHINGTON, D.C., June 13—— 
A brief filed with the U.S. Su- 
preme court, as a friend of the 
court, by the California Farm Bu- 
reau Federation contends that the 
United States Supreme court has 
no jurisdiction to hear an appeal 


of the Ivanhoe Irrigation district |’ 


case. 


The appeal, which is being forc- 
ed by the bureau of reclamation 
under threat of cutting off Cen- 
tral Valley project water to the 
district, and which is backed by 
California Attorney General Ed- 
mond G. Brown, seeks to reserve a 
California Supreme court decision 
that the 160-acre limitation clause 
in the Ivanhoe district contract is 
invalid. 


The state court held this clause 
invalid because it was in conflict 


with California law which has no | 


limitation on land ownership. 
The Farm Bureau brief main- 


tains that the case was settled un- 
der California law, with no fed- 
eral statutes involved, therefore 
an appeal is not within the juris- 
diction of the United States Su- 
preme court.

Warm weather and rain has in- 
creased the run off causing high 
and roily water in the rivers and 
streams of central California and 
slowed the trout fishing down 
considerably. Lakes have been 
filling fast but fishing has been 
fairly good: 

Tuolumne county reports excel- 
lent trout fishing in Pinecrest and 
Lyon’s reservoirs. Sonora pass is 
open to through travel which 
opens up much of the back coun- 
try for the angler who will still 
find plenty of snow off the beaten 
path. 

Although the Merced river in 
Mariposa county is on the catch- 
able trout planting schedule; therd 
is still too much water for good 
fishing. This county reports Tioga 
pass open but there will be a lot 
of snow to wade through to reach 
much of the fishing waters for 
awhile. 

Good catfishing and some strip- 
ed bass being taken from the 
canals of Merced county, where 
frogging remains good. 

Bass lake in Madera county has 
been producing limits of bass, good 
strings of catfish and some trout. 

High and muddy water keeps 
trout fishing generally poor in the 
Kaweah, and Kern rivers although 
fishing is reported better than av- 
erage at Isabella lake, 

Fishing on the South: fork of 
the Kings river west of Lemoore 
in Kings county has been fair with 
some nice bass taken near Mur- 
phy’s bridge. 

The Los Padres National forest 
has traded some 45,700 acres of 
land to the U.S. Army in exchange 
for 26,050 acres of Hunter Liggett 
Military reservation land. Sounds 
like the sportsmen got the short 
end of the deal but actually the 


forest service -has little. recrea- 
tional value whereas the old mili- 
tary reservation that will now be 
open to the public will serve for 
hunting, surf fishing, shell fishing 
and eamping. 

About 15 miles of ocean beach 
frontage will now be open to pub- 
lic use for the first time in many 
years and the forest service in- 
tends to develop campgrounds for 
the sportsmen as soon as plans can 
be made and funds are available. 
This army-forest service land 
transfer was a pet project of the 
writer who worked on the deal at 
some length. 

More striped bass are being 
taken off the San Francisco and 
San Mateo county beaches provid- 
ing the tops in surf fishing.

Request by the Porterville chamber of commerce that the city of 
of Porterville give $3,600 annually to the chamber for "promotional 
work" brings up the question of whether or not the city is obligated 
to or should give anything to the chamber. . 

Not the least of the arguments favoring city contribution to the 
chamber of commerce is that many cities give rather substantial 
amounts to their local chamber of commerce, while the county chamber 
is entirely: supported by county tax money. 

And there are those who argue that whatever the chamber of com- 
therce does to improve the city, or bring business to the city reflects to 
the benefit of all city residents, therefore, all city residents should help 
pay chamber expenses. 

» Buta more basic approach is this: If a chamber of commerce pro- 
gram is good, then that chamber should be able to sell its program and 
support itself. * : 

If the program is not good enough to be sold, then the people of 
a community should not be forced into joining the chamber by the 
process of allocation of tax money for support of a chamber program. 

Basically, we believe that a chamber of commerce should operate 
on its own; if it can't, then let it fall by the wayside. 

We feel that by and large the program of the Porterville chamber 
is a good program; we see no liklihood that it will collapse. 

We have in the past, and we will continue in the future, to sup- 
port the chamber of commerce, voluntarily. But we will continue to 
oppose any pressure move to force us into chamber support through 
the medium of taxation. 

We recommend that city councilmen refuse the request of the 
chamber for additional funds; we further urge that city councilmen take 


another look at the $1,200 they are already giving to the Porterville 
ghamber.

For Commercial Use 

DAVIS, June 6 — New improve- 
ments are being made on a me- 
chanical grape picker that is in 
the experimental stages at Davis; 
Lloyd H. Lamouria, of the college 
of agriculture staff, hopes that 
field experiments this fall will de-

Marketing Quota 


(Continued From Page 1) 
of the Soil Bank program. 

A two-thirds vote is necessary 
to approve the marketing quotas. 

Should quotas be approved, Tu- 
lare county wheat growers who 
comply. with their allotments will 
be eligible for price support on 
their entire production. Wheat 
growers who exceed their farm 
acreage allotments will be subject 
to marketing quota penalties on 
their excess wheat if they have 
more than 15 acres of wheat for 
harvest. The penalty will. be 45 
per cent of the May 1, 1958 parity 
price. Growers who knowingly 
exceed their allotments will also 
be ineligible for price support. 

If quotas are not approved, there 
will be no restrictions on wheat 
marketings. Allotments will re- 
main in effect, however, and 
wheat farmers who comply with 
their allotments will be eligible 
for price supports at 50 per cent 
of the parity rate, as required by 
law when quotas are disapproved. 

The 1958 national wheat allot- 
ment of 55 million acres is the 
minimum fixed by law and is the 
same as last year. It is expected 
to yield 800 million bushels, after 
allowance for acreage placed in 
the Soil Bank program. State, 
county, and farm allotments are 
based on the national allotment. 
The 1958 allotment for California 
comes to 445,004 acres, which is 
slightly more than this year’s al- 
lotment. If the national allot- 
ment had been figured on the basis 
of the law’s supply formula in- 
stead of upon a minimum national 
allotment, the 1958 allotment 
would have amounted to only 23.1 
million acres. 

If marketing quotas are approv- 
ed, the national average support 
available to eligible producers. will 
be not less than $1.78 per bushel. 
Basic price support rate for 1957 
crop wheat grown in Tulare coun- 
ty is $2.11 per bushel for Grade 1.
